The report of the public repre- 
sentatives, declining to assume the 
task for which the original gather- 
ing was called, was transmitted to 
the white house through Chairman 
Bernard M. Baruch, in the form of 
a thousand-word letter. No infor- 
mation was forthcoming as to the 
presidenit’s next move to bring in- 
dustrial peace to the country. 


RecOmmends Other Plans. 


The report of the public group, 
made public tonight by Chairman 
Baruch, summarizéd the proceedings 
ofthe fourteen days the conference 
Was in session, put the stamp of ap- 
proval on the plan for industrial 
boards suggested by Secretary of 
Labor Wilson, and recommended the 
calling of another body containing 
industrialexperts to tndertake the 
peace adjustment. 1 was drafted 
by a committee of fi delegates, 
of which John D. Roc Mier, Jr., 
was chairman. Althougn ‘our or 
\five conferees were opposed to final 
adjournment, only Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard university, voted against the 
motion on final test. 

Delegates urged that the high cost 
of living and other problems, be 
pressed for immediate solution, be- 
fore dissolution, but a strong ma- 
jority of the representatives, it was 
said, felt that the conference vir- 
tually came to an end with the 
withdrawal of the labor group 
Wednesday and that the public 
group was not sufficiently repre- 
sentative to undertake a general 
program, and, also was handicapped 
by popular disfavor. 

The industrial board plan of @ec- 
retary Wilson, which met with favor 
among the delegates, provides for 
boards of employers and employees 
in each industry, with a general 
board of appeals, and, as a final 
resort in cases of dispute, an umpire 
chosen by the parties to the dispute 
or from a standing list of twenty 
named by the president. 


New Conference Likely. 


Several public representatives 
were not present at the final ses- 
sion. Of these, Judge Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel corporation, went to New York 
Wednesday noon and did not return, 
and J. J. Forrester, president of the 
Order of Railway Clerks, withdrew 
following similar action on the part 
of the representatives of organized 
labor. 

Secretary Lane, who first sug- 
gested the industrial conference and 
who was selected as its chairman, 
said today he believed the president 
would organize a new conference 
which would endeavor to bring about 
a basis for industrial peace. 

Mr. Lane said the industrial dis- 
putes which have been held in abey- 
ance pending the outcome of the 
original conference probably would 
and should be further postponed. 

Officials of the American Feder- 


ation of Labor, however, were not so: 


optimistic as to the disputes. They 
explained while action in a number 
of pending controversies has been 
held up at the president's suggestion, 
Jabor generally has not been opti- 
mistic as to the results of this ef- 


fort to bring about industrial peace

Lieutenant Van Buren, of 
Army Intelligence Serv- 
ice, Tells of Alleged Plot 
in the Steel City. 


Washington, October 24.—Russians 
in Gary, Indiana, started a movement 
last summer to organize a “red 
guard” in preparation for a revolu- 
tion which they believed was com- 
ing, the senate committee investi- 
gating the steel strike was told to- 
day by Lieutenant D. C. Van Buren, 
of the army intelligence service. 

Lieutenant Van Buren said the 
Russians wanted to get all the for- 
mer soldiers in Gary into a group 
and drill and equip them. Agitators, 
he said, constantly were working 
among the people of Gary, telling 
them to prepare to manage and op- 
erate the industries. 

Van Buren said the military au- 
thorities had investigated the rec- 
ords of some of the agitators at Gary 
and asked their deportation, but 
added that “you have to get them 
with a bomb in their hands before 


the immigration officials will act.” 
Planned Revolutions. 

“Our first interest in Gary,” he 
said, “came when Chief of Police 
Forbis came to Chicago from that 
city last spring with a request for 
machine guns and military inter- 
vention. He told us the ‘reds’ there 
were planning to parade May 4 and 
start a revolution. Two.names were 
given us as those of leaders of the 
anarchist club at Gary, Ivanoff and 
De George. They were Russians or 
Austrians. De George was a chem- 
ist, and we learned later that he was 
operating near the Aetna explosive 
works outside of Gary, where gun 
cotton was available from the wastes 
outside of the mill.” 

Replying to Chairman Kenyon, 
Lieutenant Van Buren said a rtport 
was made to the department of jus- 
tice, but so far as he knew there 
had been no prosecution. He added 
that the two men had left Gary. 

“We found in Gary after military 
occupation there tremendous quan- 
tities of ‘red’ literature,” he con- 
tinued, explaining that local police 
and associations of citizens had pre- 
pared the way for raids on the stor- 
age places. 

“The Bible of the ‘red,’ the an- 
archist and bolshevist,” he said, “is 
the manifesto of the communist par- 
ty of Russia, put out at what is 
known as the ‘third international,’ 
Which assembled at Moscow in 
March. Many thousand copies of 
this were in Gary.” 

Lieutenant Van Buren read  ex- 
tracts from a booklet seized at Gary. 
It urged revolution upon all work- 
ers in all lands in the name of the 
“conquering proletariat of Russia,” 
and that “open combat” was the 
or. road to the redress of alleged 
grivances., 

Back Lenine and Trotzky. 

“All of the radicals of the country 
are centering on the propaganda of 
Lenine and Trotzky,” the witness 
continued. “I call to your attention 
the fact that it was printed in Chi- 
cago by the Arbiter Zeitung Publish- 
ing company, which is significant.” 

“Are there any organizations in 
Gary which support this program?” 
asked Senator Phipps, republican, 
Colorado. 

“Yes, I have a list of them,” said 
the witness. 

He commenced producing a series 
of documents printed in Russian 
with names of societies attached, 
and a considerale quantity of L W. 
W. literature, 

“How many foreigners are taking 
part in this strike at Gary?” asked 
Senator McKellar, democrat, Ten- 
nessee, 

“[ haven't found an American yet,” 
the witness said, “though some of 
the leaders have second naturaliza- 
tion papers.” 

“Here are some of the productions 
of the union of Russian workers,” 
Lieutenant Van Buren continued. 
“That's a straight anarchistic socie- 
ty. Here’s one of them, entitled, ‘The 
Crimes of God,’ an anti-religious 
pamphlet discussing war.” 

A whole series of tracts and 
pamphlets in Russian, put out by 
_s union, were read into the rec- 
ord. 

“Did you get these in houses, 
how?” Chairman Kenyon asked. 

“In houses and halls,” Van Buren 


replied. “Sometimes men arrested 
would have J. W. W. literature in

Pictures of Lenine. 


‘It has been charged that this 
material was sent into Gary to cre- 
ate prejudice against the strikers,” 
said Chairman Kenyon. 

“We only know we found it there,” 
Van Buren returned. “These people 
who-hed it usually had a big pic- 
ture of Lenine and Trotzky. We 
found literally thousands of these 
photographs.” 

“It was reported to us that. Rich- 
ard Verhagin, vice president and 
treasurer of the _ steel workers’ 
council at Gary was a revolutionist,”’ 
he said.

BIG PUBLISHER BACKS 
SCHEME OF RADICALS

Proposed Coalition of 
Radical Unionism Back- 
ed by Ample Capital 
and One of Country’s 
Largest Publishers.

Washington, October 24.—Fired by 
the failure of the industrial confer- 
ence and the growing strength of 
radicalism, a desperate effort is be- 
ing made not only in Washington 


but throughout the United States in 


this hour of an approaching indus- 
trial crisis to form a political alli- 


’ . . 
ance in the nation of organized la- 


bor and the various organizations 
of farmers in which is to be includ- 
ed the non-partisan league. 

In short, the scheme is to nattion- 
alize the new labor party in Illi- 
nois, of which John Fitzpatrick, the 
leader of the striking steel work- 
ers, is the dominant factor. There 
have been six conferences looking | 
to this end in Washington within 
the past twenty-four hours and the 
wires are busy percolating into ev- 
ery nook and corner of America in 
the effort to form the groundwork 
for the proposed coalition of unton- 
ism of every degree and quality and 
the radical and indeed red organi- 
zations, including the socialists and 
the other collateral societies. 

Backed by Capital. 

It is no secret that the effort is 
being backed by ample capital and 
that one of America’s largest pub- 
licists, the owner of a string of 
daily papers from coast to coast, is 
one of the factors in the scheme. 
His agents are in Washington to- 
night on this missfon of unton co- 
ordination to launch as a phalanx 
into the approaching national cam- 
paign. 

It is also no secret to those on 
the inside that the farmers’ national 
council, an organization of extreme 
ists, some of whose leaders have 
been thrown out of the granger and 
the farmers’ union for cause, is 
working with desperation on the 
plan, and that a conference has been 
called for Chicago the first week 
in November, at which time it will 
sit with the leaders of the non- 
partisan league, the IlJinois labor 
party, and it is alleged with the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. An- 
other labor conference has been 
called for Washington. 

The one man tonight who is 
standing like a bulwark of strength 
against hasty action and against 
radical commitments is Charles 
Barrett, gf Georgia, the president of 
the x ona Farmers’ union, and 
the chairman of the farm group in 
the industrial conference that has 
just gone upon the rocks. Pressure 
from many sources is being brought 
upon the Georgian to give ear to 
the scheme, but he is standing firm- 
ly for conservatism not unmindful 
of the fact that the organized faris 
ers of this country today represent 
more than five millions of her adult 
citizens. The farmers’ union, of 
which he is the executive, repre- 
sents a million of them, and is the 
largest single unit in the group rep- 
resenting the national board of farm 
organizations. 

Will Warn Farmers, 

Under this pressure President Bar- 
rett is preparing tonight an address 
to the American farmers to stand 
Steadfast and not be swerved by 
the promises of gadicals or the 
smooth tricks of the red agitators. 
It is one of the strongest docu- 
ments ever addressed to the agri- 


culturists of America and while it 
will not be released for general pub- 
lication until tomorrow, I am, by 
permission, giving the first publi- 
cation of the salient features in The 
Atlanta Constitution. The address 
in part follows: 

“The failure of the industrial con- 
ference to accomplish any concrete 
thing throws the whole question of 
an offensive and defensive alliance 
between all constructive forces 
of the country against the 
common enemy of extremism, back 
to the people. It places the ques- 
tion where it was before the confer- 
ence assembled and leaves an ad- 
justment to the individual and col- 
lective common sense, common hon- 
éesty and common patriotism of the 
people. Where shall beginning be 
made, if not with thé sturdy sons of 
the soil? Who shall™take the intia- 
tive in composing the differ- 
ences between the contending ele- 
ments if not the farmers? 

“And if such composition proves 
impossible, who shall lead in the

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PLANS ARE MADE 
FOR Ble PROGRAM 
OF ROAD BUILDING 


If Counties Match State 
and Federal Appropria- 
tions, $8,200,000 Will Be 
Available Next Year for 
Highways. 

ABOLITION IS URGED 

OF GRADE CROSSINGS 


There Will Be No Fixed 
Requirement for Com- 
bining Federal With 
State Aid Roads, Vote 
County Road Officials. 


Plans for road building in Geor- 
gia in 1920 on a scale far more 
extensive than any that has been 
contemplated heretofore were dis- 
cussed at a conference of county 
road officials with the state high- 
way commission, which was held 
in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives yesterday. There were 
both morning and afternoon ses- 
sions. 

The meeting had been called to 
gather in the.senate chamber, but 
the attendance was so much larger 
than anticipated that the larger 
chamber across the hall was used 
instead. The greatest enthusiasm 
in road building was manifested by 
those present, but it must be added 
that with few exceptions they came 
from counties which have recently 
authorized bond issues and interest 
in road building tg naturally Keen- 
est in those counties. 

° Educational” Campaign. 

Stress was laid by several speak~ 
ers on the importance of a@ cam- 
paign of education to secure the 
enactment of the road legislation 
which was not acted on at the last 
session of the general assembly and 
to get the people to ratify the bond 
amendments after favorable legis- 
lative action. Without these it 
was agreed that the comprehensive 
road construction plan about to be 
undertaken would fall to the ground 
or be deferred beyond the present 
generation. 

President Charles L. Davis, of 
the County Commissioners’ assocla- 
tion, and President W. Tom Winn, 
of the State Automobile association, 
declared that this was the largest 
undertaking ever instituted in 
Georgia in the public interest and 
it would require and should enlist 
the continuous efforts of every 
friend of good roads from this time 
until the bond amendments are rat- 
ified. 

Announcement was made by Chair- 
man C. M. Strahan, of the state 
highway board, who presided, of a 
road program for next year made 
up of roads already under construc- 
tion, plans approved and projects 
under way that would cost some- 
thing over $9,000,000. If the coun- 
ties would meet state and federal 
fynds with dollar for dollar, the 
state highway commission giving 
them certificates of reimbursement 
as the law provides for county 
funds spent on state highways, he 
said that there would be $8,200,000 
available for next year. 

State Aid Roads, 

The suggestion that counties 
match the funds of the state with 
equal sums of their own for roads 
within their borders caused _ the 
widest variety of opinion and the 
most discussion of any topic con- 
sidered by the meeting. Mr. Stra- 
han explained that there was no 
way to require the counties to spend 
dollar for dollar on state aid roads, 
that the proposition was not one 
of compulsion, but he felt that 
many of the counties which have 
voted bond issues, and 
have the money, would rather spend 
the funds so raised on state aid 
roads in order to rush the projects 
to completion, with the understand- 
ing tha ™ they were to be reim- 
bursed at Slater time. Of course, 
it was to b \ understood that the 
State aid roads were the property 
of the state and under the sole 
control of the state highway board. 

Quite a number of the commission- 
ers appeared mot to hdve a clear 
idea as to what was proposed to be 
done and the following resolutions, 
offered by Senator Barrett, of

afternoon session after having been 
referred to the committee en rego- 
lutions: 

“It is the sense of the county road 
officials assembled: 

“1—That for the present there 
should be no fixed requirements for 
combining federal with state aid 
funds. 

“2—That for the present to require 
the counties to pay half the cost of 
building state aid roads would be 
unwise. 

“3—That for the present the high- 
way commission should continue its 
present plan for the distribution of 
federal aid to the counties.”

The vote is generally described 
as an assertion of the independence 
of the house of commons and a re- 
Volt against the alleged dictation

More than 100 supporters of the 
coalition among whom Sir Edward 
Carson was conspicuous, voted 
against he government. These 
represented the intense anti-alien 
feeling prevailing among the con- 
servative coalition and the fear that 
the government is trying in the 
present stage of the bill to annul 
amendments which those hostile to 
aliens secured in the committee 
stage. Some surprise is expressed 
that the labor members and the so- 
called fre® liberals joined in the 
vote against the government on this 
issue, thereby identifying them- 
selves with the anti-alien faction, 
contrary to the avowed principles 
of their leaders. 

It is believed in some quarters 
that the government on Monday will 
ask the house to reconsider the vote 
and in view of certain circumstances 
it is regarded as possible that the 
house may comply.

In His Letter to the 
Miners and Operators, 
President Wilson Says 
That the Public Interest 
Is Paramount. 


Washington, October 24.—The 
last government effort to avert the 
coal strike for November failed ut- 
terly tonight and half a million 
miners will quit work on the very 
eve of winter, with the nation's 
bins running dangerously low. 

Even an appeal from President 
Wilson, sick in bed at the white 
house, wag not enough to bring 
peace to,a conference that was 
torn and on the breaking point 
half a dozen times during the day. 
Charges and counter charges flew 
thick and fast as the groups of 
operators and miners filed out of 
the meeting which began somewhat 
hopefully four days ago. 

What Miners Charge. 

While the operators announced 
that they had accepted the pres!- 
offer to wipe the slate clean 
nerotiate a new ware agree- 
the miners charged that the 
operators had bolted without the 
consent of Secretary of Labor Wil- 
the storm center of an extraor- 
dinary fight to save the country un- 
told distress and suffering. 

Surrounded by a score of min- 
ers, John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 
hurried out of the hall without 
stopping, but halted long enough to 
announce that the strike order stood 
and that the miners would walk out 
after a full day’s work on the clos- 
ing day of the present month. The 
final breaking up of the conference, 
Lewis said, meant that official noe 
of the failure would be sent 


to order the men out of the mines 
at the appointed hour.

With Adoption of Plan 
for Permanent Organiza- 
tion, International Gath- 
ering Comes to Close. 


Atlantic City, N. J., October 24.— 
The international trade conference 
closed tonight with adoption of a 
plan for a permanent. organization. 

The foreign delegates will leave 
Sunday night for a tour of the in- 
dustrial centers of the country 
which will carry them as far west 
as St. Louis and Kansas City. 

At the final session of the. con- 
ference a resolution was adopted 
recommending that ‘all restrictions 
on natural economic laws’ shoula 
be lifted as soon as exceptional cir- 
cumstances growing out of the war 
will permit.” Another resolution 
recommended that nationals of 
“each country should be accorded 
Feciprocal recognition in foreign 
countries and a third that govern- 
mental restrictions on the purchase, 
shipment and distribution of coal 
from America should be abandoned 
@s soon as practicable.

holiday on Saturday. 

This, too, was rejected, and the 
conference was about ready to 
break up when Mr. Wilson played 
his last card—an appeal to the men 
to return later in the day to re- 
‘ive a message from the president. 

Both Reluctant. 
was apparent that both sides 
reluctant, but they finally 
consented. Secretary Wilson, who 
had actually kept the groups to-
